To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Sanitary  Committee. 
Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Health 
Department  for  the  year  1921. 

At  the  suggestion  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  the  Report  has 
been  simplified  and  curtailed  and  constitutes  an  “  Ordinary 
Report,”  as  will  be  the  reports  for  the  next  four  successive  years, 
whilst  a  full  and  detailed  “  Survey  Report  ”  will  be  required  only 
at  intervals  not  exceeding  five  years. 

The  Census  was  postponed  until  the  19th  June,  and  no  time 
could  have  been  more  inopportune,  as  it  coincided  with  the  Annual 
Tyneside  Holiday  Week,  when  the  industries  and  schools  were 
closed  and  the  usual  general  holiday  exodus  of  the  inhabitants  had 
taken  place,  with  the  result  that  more  than  four  hundred  houses 
with  the  occupiers  away  on  holiday  were  found  to  be  closed,  the 
absence  of  which  inhabitants  calculated  at  five  persons  per  house 
would  diminish  the  population  by  over  two  thousand.  Further,  it 
is  reasonable  to  assume  that  many  other  households  would  have 
one  or  more  members  away,  and  these  absentees,  together  with 
the  hundreds  of  apprentices  who  normally  lodge  in  the  Borough 
also  probably  away,  would  further  considerably  diminish  the 
normal  population,  whilst  any  influx  of  visitors  would  be  almost 
negligible.  The  effect  of  the  holiday,  closure  of  houses,  and  the 
absence  of  other  inhabitants  is  reflected  in  the  remarkable 
increased  populations  recorded  in  neighbouring  seaside  and  other 
resorts,  hence  the  population  of  the  Borough  as  recorded  by  the 
1921  Census  is  much  under-estimated,  in  spite  of  which,  however* 
the  further  figures  revealed  by  the  Census  Returns  confirm  the 
well-known  overcrowding  and  shortage  of  houses,  which  problem, 
together  with  the  difficult  problem  of  totally  unfit  houses,  are 
among  the  most  pressing  confronting  the  Corporation. 

Figures  revealed  by  the  Census  Returns  will  be  found  in 
Table  VIII.  in  the  appendix. 
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The  scheme  of  conversion  to  the  water  carriage  system 
commenced  during  the  year,  and  for  which  a  loan  was  applied  for 
and  after  enquiry  sanctioned,  should  be  diligently  pursued  till  not  a 
privy  or  ashpit  remains  in  the  Borough.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
Sanitary  Authority  will  have  the  support  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
in  pursuing  the  scheme  to  its  completion  so  that  the  town  may  be 
abreast  of  modern  sanitary  requirements  so  essential  to  the  good 
health  of  the  community. 

During  the  year  a  great  deal  of  work  was  involved  in  the 
Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  district,  overcrowding  with  its  resultant 
damage  to  property,  in  many  cases  dilapidated  during  or 
immediately  after  the  war,  together  with  carrying  on  the  scheme 
of  conversions,  considerably  added  to  the  duties  and  difficulties  of 
the  Sanitary  Inspectors. 

Trade  depression  and  unemployment  with  its  train  of  poverty 
in  many  cases  unfortunately  begot  a  carelessness  and  want  of 
cleanliness  in  the  homes,  which,  I  trust,  will  be  eradicated  with  the 
advent  of  the  long-looked  for  more  prosperous  times,  when  the 
desire  for  brighter,  cleaner,  and  healthier  homes  and  surroundings 
may  be  stimulated. 

I  have  pleasure  in  recording  my  grateful  thanks  to  the  staff  of 
the  department  for  their  unfailing  and  willing  assistance.

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The  wards  with  the  highest  infant  mortality  rates  were 
Wallsend,  Hadrian,  Carville  and  Howdon,  whilst  the  lowest  infant 
mortality  rates  were  recorded  in  Buddie,  Willington  and  Holy 
Cross  Wards. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  same  was  recorded  of  these 
wards  in  1920  ;  also  that  the  data  furnished  by  the  1921  Census 
return  shows  the  Wallsend,  Hadrian,  Carville  and  Howdon  Wards 
to  be  the  worst  housed,  having  the  most  overcrowded  conditions, 
both  as  regards  the  number  of  persons  per  room  and  house,  also 
the  same  returns  show  the  Buddie,  Willington  and  Holy  Cross 
Wards  to  be  the  least  overcrowded  and  best  housed. 

Again,  the  Buddie  and  Holy  Cross  Wards  contain  the  greatest 
proportion  of  houses  with  water  closets.  Hence  it  is  apparent 
that  good  housing  and  sanitation  are  material  factors  in  lessening 
infantile  mortality.

ANY  UNUSUAL  OR  EXCESSIVE  MORTALITY  DURING 

THE  YEAR. 

Among  the  chief  causes  of  death  were  : — 

Tuberculosis.- — This  disease  caused  more  deaths  than  any 
other  during  1921.  The  deaths  from  tuberculosis  numbered  84,  or 
more  than  one-eighth  of  the  total  deaths. 

In  1920,  tuberculosis  accounted  for  88  deaths. 

Pneumonia  (all  forms)  53  and  Bronchitis  44,  together  also 
caused  more  than  one-eighth  of  the  total  deaths. 

The  deaths  from  cancer  numbered  43,  as  compared  with  45  in 
1920. 

Thirty-seven  deaths  were  due  to  heart  disease,  as  compared 
with  51  in  1920. 

Infantile  debility  and  prematurity  caused  53  deaths,  as  com¬ 
pared  with  60  in  1920. 

Diarrhoea,  etc.  (under  2  years  of  age)  caused  30  deaths,  as 
compared  with  20  in  1920. 

Violent  deaths  21,  as  compared  with  21  in  1920. 

DEATHS  IN  PUBLIC  INSTITUTIONS. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  Wallsend  residents  which  occurred 
in  public  institutions  during  the  year  was  92  or  14*5  per  cent,  of 
the  total  deaths. 

As  there  is  no  institutional  relief  of  sickness  in  the  Borough, 
the  above  percentage  of  deaths  in  institutions  is  indicative  of  the 
need  of  hospital  provision  in  the  town. 

Table  III.  of  the  appendix  shows  the  number  of  deaths 
according  to  ages,  diseases  and  wards. 
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C.— NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES. 

Notifiable  Diseases. — The  diseases  which  were  compulsorily 
notifiable  during  the  year  were  the  same  as  last  year,  there  having 
been  no  addition  to  or  removals  from  the  list. 

Prevalence. — During  the  year  1921  there  were  589  cases  of 
infectious  disease  notified  compared  with  453  in  1920. 

The  table  of  infectious  diseases  notified,  age,  and  ward 
distribution.  See  Table  II.  of  appendix. 

Compared  with  the  year  1920  the  chief  increases  were  : — 

Scarlet  Fever  from  153  to  235. 

Diphtheria  from  57  to  82. 

Erysipelas  from  26  to  32. 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  from  55  to  76. 

Other  Tubercular  from  28  to  52. 

Small-pox. — The  Borough  was  entirely  free  from  this  disease 
during  the  year  1921. 

Vaccinations. — No  vaccinations  were  undertaken  under  the 
Public  Health  (Small-pox  Regulations)  1917.

The  continued  prevalence  of  tuberculosis  in  the  Borough  is  to 
be  deplored,  and  improvement  cannot  be  expected  until  the  over¬ 
crowded  housing  conditions  are  removed  and  the  problem  of  unfit 
houses  is  tackled. 

The  Northumberland  County  Council,  whose  area  for  the 
treatment  of  tuberculosis  includes  the  Borough  of  Wallsend,  is  the 
authority  for  dealing  with  tuberculosis,  and  the  County  Tuberculosis 
Officer  weekly  attends  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  in  the  town 
which  serves  the  Borough  and  district. 

Now  that  the  Wooley  Sanatorium  is  erected  and  in  use  this 
long-felt  want  should  be  of  inestimable  boon,  but  until  some  scheme 
is  devised  to  provide  for  dependents  of  inmates  in  sanatoria,  and 
some  after-care  treatment  or  open  air  colony  life  for  those  affected, 
much  of  the  good  from  sanatorium  treatment  will  be  undone  and 
only  wasted  expenditure  incurred  apart  from  the  educational 
feature  of  the  treatment,  as  a  very  great  proportion  of  inmates 
have  to  leave  sanatoria  too  early  on  account  of  domestic  financial 
difficulties,  and  generally  when  improved  have  only  to  return  to  the 
surroundings  and  conditions  which  induced  the  disease. 
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NOTIFICATION  OF  TUBERCULOSIS. 

Of  the  55  deaths  recorded  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  15 
were  of  cases  not  previously  notified,  and  of  the  29  deaths  recorded 
from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  9  were  of  cases  not  previously 
notified. 

There  has  been  improvement  in  the  notification  of  the  disease, 
and  arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  County  Tuberculosis 
Officer  to  notify  those  who  attend  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  for 
diagnosis  who  prove  positive  cases. 

Should  an  unnotified  case  of  tuberculosis  come  to  the 
knowledge  of  the  Health  Department,  a  note  pointing  out  the  fact 
and  a  respectful  reminder  of  his  obligations  is  sent  to  the  practitioner 
concerned.

Tuberculosis  cases  from  Wallsend  are  sent 
to  sanatoria  or  hospitals  provided  by  the  Northumberland  County 
Council,  none  of  which  institutions  are  within  the  district. 

2. - — Maternity.  Nil.  The  proposed  scheme  for  a  Maternity 
Home  for  the  Borough  has  for  the  time  being,  on  representations 
from  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  economy,  not  been  pursued,  yet 
provision  of  such  a  home  should  materially  affect  the  continued 
high  infant  mortality  in  the  first  month  of  life  from  debility, 
prematurity,  etc.,  which  group  of  diseases  has  always  swelled  the 
infantile  mortality  rate. 

Up  to  the  present  urgent  and  difficult  maternity  cases  have 
invariably  secured  admission  to  the  Newcastle  Maternity  Hospital, 
and  an  endeavour  is  being  made  to  enter  into  an  arrangement  with 
this  hospital  for  the  admission  of  such  cases. 

3. - — Children.  Beds  are  available  under  the  County  Council 
scheme  for  children  suffering  from  surgical  tuberculosis  in  hospitals 
and  sanatoria  outside  the  district. 

4 .  — Fever.  The  Wallsend  Corporation  Hospital  for  Infectious 
Diseases  and  the  Small-pox  Hospital,  both  within  the  Borough, 
afford  excellent  provision  for  infectious  diseases  and  small-pox.

(E).— UNMARRIED  MOTHERS,  ILLEGITIMATE  INFANTS,

SECTION  36,  PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  1875. 

Action  was  taken  under  Section  36,  Public  Health  Act,  1875, 
regarding  tenement  property  situated  at  2-3  Palmer’s  Terrace, 
comprising  five  separate  dwelling  houses. 

The  sanitary  accommodation  consisted  of  two  dilapidated  box 
closets. 

This  being  considered  insufficient  for  over  40  occupiers,  the 
Town  Council  served  Statutory  Notices  on  the  owners  to  provide 
two  water  closets  in  lieu  of  existing  box  closets. 

The  time  specified  on  the  notices  had  not  expired  at  end  of 
the  year  under  review. 
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Statutory  Notices  were  served  on  the  owners  of  the  following 
properties  under  Section  36,  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  to  provide 
proper  ash  receptacles  : —

The  notices  were  complied  with  by  the  owners  without  further 
action  having  to  be  taken  by  the  Town  Council.

During  the  month  of  October  eight  21b.  jars  of  jam  were 
seized,  and  the  jam  was  found  to  be  so  unsound  and  unwholesome 
as  to  be  unfit  for  the  food  of  man. 

An  order  for  destruction  was  obtained  from  a  magistrate. 

At  the  time  of  writing,  proceedings  are  being  instituted  against 
the  person  responsible.

Disinfectants  and  disinfectant  soap  are  distributed  when 
necessary  ;  also  disinfection  of  the  houses  is  carried  out  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors  in  all  cases  of  infectious  disease.

Verminous  children  and  children  with  scabies  and  ringworm 
are  cleansed  and  dealt  with  at  the  School  Clinic. 

A  Velox  disinfector  is  about  to  be  erected  in  close  proximity 
to  the  Town  Hall  and  adjacent  to  the  School  Clinic,  which  will 
serve  the  dual  purpose  of  general  disinfection  of  infected  clothing 
and  bedding  in  cases  of  infectious  diseases,  etc.,  as  well  as  the 
disinfection  of  clothes  of  verminous  children  attending  the  clinic.

(I).— OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

The  Town  Council,  in  pursuance  of  Section  51,  Public  Health 
Acts  (Amendment  Act),  1907,  extended  the  list  of  offensive  trades 
scheduled  under  Section  112,  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  and 
included  the  trade  of  fish  frying. 

Bye-laws  relating  to  this  business  were  made  by  the  Town 
Council  on  the  7th  of  September,  1920,  and  were  approved  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  on  25th  January,  1921. 

The  number  of  fish  friers  in  the  Borough  is  31. 

One  application  to  establish  the  business  of  a  fish  frier  after 
the  Bye-laws  had  come  into  operation  was  granted  by  the  Town 
Council. 


(J).— DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  ACTS. 

SWINE  FEVER. 

On  the  27th  of  December,  1920,  an  outbreak  of  swine  fever 
occurred  at  “  C  ”  Pit  piggeries  in  a  herd  of  115. 
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During  the  outbreak,  75  animals  were  destroyed  and  32  were 
passed  as  fit  for  human  food.  The  restrictions  were  withdrawn  on 
April  25th,  1921,  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

One  suspected  case  of  swine  fever  was  reported,  but  after 
investigation  the  animals  were  found  not  to  be  infected  with  the 
disease.

PARASITIC  MANGE. 

An  outbreak  of  parasitic  mange,  which  occurred  in  the  latter 
part  of  1920,  received  attention. 

Five  animals  were  certified  to  be  suffering  from  the  disease. 
Two  of  the  animals  recovered  after  treatment,  and  of  the  remainder 
one  died  from  the  disease  and  two  were  slaughtered  by  the  owner 
by  order  of  the  Local  Authority. 

The  premises  were  disinfected  after  the  animals  had  recovered 
from  the  disease  in  May. 

On  the  26th  of  February,  two  horses  were  found  to  be 
affected  with  parasitic  mange,  and  the  owner  of  the  animals  failed 
to  notify  the  existence  of  the  disease  on  his  premises. 

Proceedings  were  taken  against  the  owner  of  the  animals,  and 
a  fine  of  £2  was  imposed. 

The  animals  died  from  the  disease  shortly  after  having  been 
reported  to  the  Local  Authority. 

FOREIGN  ANIMALS  ORDER  OF  1910. 

On  the  25th  of  March,  notices  were  received  from  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  that  a  vessel  named  the  s.s.  “Christian 
Waldemar  ”  had  arrived  in  Wallsend  with  a  pig  on  board  in 
contravention  of  the  above  Order. 

The  vessel  was  inspected,  and  notices  received  from  the 
Ministry  regarding  the  disinfection  of  the  vessel  were  served  on  the 
captain. 

The  captain  was  warned  against  a  further  infringement  of  the 
Foreign  Animals  Order.
